District Council officer. Letters with 
Abraham's name, church title and address 
were among the contents. The council did 
not have the church name. 

The council said it contacted Abraham and 
his wife, who were then interviewed under 
caution. 

He admitted that he had he dumped the 
rubbish because they had gone to a tip that 
was closed and the waste had started to 
smell. 

Chairman of the bench John Kearsey told 
him at last week's hearing: "We take a very 
dim view of flytipping. It blights the 
countryside. 

"Someone has to clean up after you - it 
does not get taken away by the pixies and it 
lowers the quality of life for everyone." 

Abraham was fined £200, told to pay a 
£20 victims' surcharge and £502.06 costs. 

Cherwell's "clean and green" chief Nigel 
Morris said: "Every action has a reaction, and 
unfortunately in the case of flytipping that act 
is always negative. 

"Rubbish which is illegally dumped not 
only creates an eyesore and poses a risk to 
wildlife but costs taxpayers thousands of 
pounds every year to clean up. 

"Fortunately in this case, the costs will be 
met by Mr Abraham -who has not only 
inherited an expensive clean-up bill, but a 
criminal record in the process." 

The council said it aimed to "investigate all 
fly tips within 24 hours and, when on public 
or council land, remove within two working 
days".

Man is jailed for 
part in gang raid 


A BURGLAR who raided a flat 
with two others, who were 
masked and armed, has been 
jailed for four-and-a-half years. 

Ashley Poulter, of Sussex Drive, 
Banbury, admitted aggravated 
burglary, possession of Class-B drugs 
and damage to property. 

The 25-year-old was not masked or 
armed when he raided the flat in 
Northumberland Court, Banbury, but 
his two balaclava-clad companions 
were carrying a Taser and a flick 
knife. 

During the burglary, at about 
10.45pm on February 10 this year, 
one of the three occupants, Sean 
Jones, who knew Poulter, was 
stabbed. 

Jane Davies, prosecuting, told the 
hearing at Oxford Crown Court that 
Poulter began punching and 
assaulting Mr Jones and a fight 
happened in the living room, during 
which Mr Jones was stabbed with the 
knife. 

The trio took Mr Jones' wallet, but

it is not known how much cash was 
in it. Ms Davies said: "Very 
fortunately the wound, having been 
explored, was superficial." 

She added: "Clearly it wasn't 
Poulter who was responsible for the 
stabbing. It was the other man." 

Steven Hadley, defending, said: 
"He does express genuine remorse, 
which I invite the court to take into 
account." 

Sentencing, Judge Charles Harris 
said: "It was a joint enterprise, which 
probably had something to do with 
drugs. 

"Although you are only 25, you 
have 13 previous convictions for 22 
offences, including one burglary and 
others for violence. 

"You will appreciate burglary is a 
serious offence, more so when 
accompanied by violence." 

Poulter was also ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £120.

'Voice of town' loses his 


battle against cancer 


A MAN described as “the 
voice for Chipping Norton”, 
who represented the town as 
mayor and on all three local 
councils, has died. 

Rob Evans, 64, joined 
Chipping Norton Town 
Council 30 years ago and 
also served on West 
Oxfordshire District Council 
and Oxfordshire County 
Council. 

He raised thousands of 
pounds for the town hall, 
organised litter picks and 
was a trustee of the town’s 
Ace children’s centre. 

Two days before his death 
on Sunday, he received a 
merit award for his work for 
the Labour Party, signed by 
leader Ed Miliband. 

Suzanne McRae, who had 
known Mr Evans for 30 
years, said: “There wasn’t 
much you could dislike 
about Rob. He was selfless, 
generous and great 
company. 

“He always wanted to 
squeeze the last drop out of 
the day and out of life itself.

He never wanted to admit 
that time was up and he 
could do no more - even at 
the end. 

“Cancer has again robbed 
us of someone willing to put 
others and the good of the 
community first.” 

Duncan Enright, the 
Labour group leader on 
West Oxfordshire District 
Council, said: “He was a 
great man. He was very 
bright and incredibly 
committed to people. 

“He understood the fabric 
of Chipping Norton better 
than most. He was the voice 
for Chipping Norton.” 

Labour district councillor 
Eve Coles said: “I shall miss 
Rob a lot. I have known him 
for 30 years. He was great 
with the Ace Centre.” 

Mr Evans was brought up 
in Bala, Wales, the son of a 
baker. He spoke Welsh as a 
first language. 

He attended Oswestry

School in Shropshire and 
read history at Edinburgh 
University before training as 
a teacher in Bristol. 

He became a history 
teacher at Chipping Norton 
School in 1973, and moved to 
Banbury Technical College 
four years later. 

He took voluntary 
redundancy when he was 53, 


but continued working as an 
exam marker and tutor for 
the Open University. 

He was a governor of 
Chipping Norton School 
from 1996 to 2009. 

He was elected to the town 
council in 1983 and served 
on the county council from 
1997 to 2005 and the district 
council since May 2012. 


He was mayor of Chipping 
Norton in 1995 and stepped 
down from the town council 
in 2011. 

Mr Evans, who was made 
a free citizen of the town 
last month, ran guided tours 
of Chipping Norton. 

He had been battling 
stomach and oesophagus 
cancer. 

Deputy mayor Chris 
Butterworth said: “Rob was 
a person who greatly cared 
for Chippy in every aspect, 
from cleaning the streets to 
the bigger issues. 

“He was a founding 
member of the Friends of 
the Town Hall and in three 
years managed to collect 
£18,000 for its upkeep.” 

District council leader 
Barry Norton said: “Rob was 
one of life’s real gentlemen 
and an excellent, hard¬ 
working politician.” 

West Oxfordshire District 
Council was due to pay 
tribute to Mr Evans, who 
was not married and did not 
have children, yesterday.

The council was to revisit 
the plans in this month, but 
now says this will happen 
later because it has not had 
any guidance from the

Cabinet member for 
education Melinda Tilley said: 
“With each week that ticks by 
without any update it 
becomes less likely that we 
will be able to reconsult this 
month and then go to cabinet 
for decision in November.” 

The Conservative said: 
“We’re completely in the 
hands of central Government 
and we will only be able to 
give people certain dates and 
times when officials in 
London have made clear the 
national framework, within 
which we and all councils in 
the country must work. 

“However, it is looking 
certain that the consultation 
will begin much later into the 
autumn.” 

The council had been 
hoping to introduce the 
school bus charges in 
September 2014, but will now 
have to wait until 2015 at the 
earliest. 

Campaigners had accused 
the council of failing to notify 
schools, governors and 
parents and not giving them 
enough time to respond. 

More than 1,300 people 
signed a petition opposing 
the move.

DESPITE living at risk of sudden death 
for 12 years, an ex-MoD worker from 
Banbury put off his heart surgery. 

But Tim Betts, heart consultant at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital, persuaded Carl Portman 
to have the operation which changed his 
life. 

Mr Portman, now 49, from Hanwell 
village, nominated Dr Betts as his Hospital 
Hero. 

The awards were launched by the Oxford 
University Hospitals NHS Trust to recognise 
hidden heroes. 

Mr Portman said: "It was a huge turning 
point. I do not let my illness define me 
anymore. 

"I very likely owe my life to his skills and 
expertise. It has enabled me to continue 
with my life - to marry the girl of my 
dreams, to ride with huskies in Norway, to 
wake to Howler Monkeys in Costa Rica and 
yes, even to do simple things like walk up 
the stairs and mow the lawn." 

Mr Portman worked for the Ministry of 
Defence for 30 years before becoming a 
consultancy company director. 

He was diagnosed with a heart condition 
called arrhythmogenic right ventricular 
dysplasia at 28 years old. 

The genetic defect can cause either 
sudden cardiac arrest or his heartbeat to 
rocket dangerously.

But until he was 40, he resisted having an 
Implanted Cardioverter Device, which acts 
as pacemaker and defibrillator in one, as he 
was apprehensive and didn't think it would 
benefit him. 

He finally elected to have the operation 
after being persuaded by Dr Betts in 2004. 

Eight years later he married his wife, 
Susan, the first girl he ever asked out as a 
teenager. 

Dr Betts, from Beckley, said: "I feel very 
honoured and touched to have been 
nominated. It's always rewarding to be 
appreciated for what you do, even though 
one doesn't expect it. 

"It's nice to know that you have made a 
positive difference to people's lives. That is, 
after all, why so many of us are in the 
healthcare profession. 

"It seems unfair to be singled out as I am 
just part of an excellent team, but at the 
same time I am extremely pleased." 

The Hospital Hero awards give 
Oxfordshire residents the chance to choose 
a staff member or a team to thank them for 
their work.

Police issue alert 
after spate of 
thefts in Banbury 


RESIDENTS in and around 
Banbury have been told to 
stay vigilant following a spate 
of burglaries. 

Significant amounts of 
jewellery, cash, clothing and 
even cars have been stolen 
from 15 homes and drives in 
just over a month. 

Police say it is too early to 
say if the crimes are linked 
but have not ruled it out. 

The first occurred on July 
16 at Homestead Road on the 
Cherwell Heights estate in 
Banbury where a grey 
Mercedes C350 estate AMG 
sport was stolen. 

Later the same day a 
distraction burglary was 
disrupted at a house in Gillet 
Road, Banbury, after the 
victim spotted two men 
inside his house. 

And the same day in 


Windrush, Banbury, thieves 
forced open the rear patio 
door of a home and took 
boots, trainers, bracelets, 
various perfumes and cash. 

On August 8, jewellery was 
stolen from a home in East 
Close, and on the same day 
unsuccessful attempts were 
made to burgle homes in 
Bankside and Ferriston. 

A week later on August 15, 
jewellery and cash were 
stolen from a home in 
Lapsley Drive, and on 
Tuesday of last week a man 
distracted the home owner 
while two other men targeted 
a house in Danesmoor, 
escaping with cash and 
foreign currency.

Young MS sufferer Jo 


'an inspiration to all' 


NURSE Jo Hardiman was a 27-year- 
old newlywed when she was first 
diagnosed with Multiple Sclerosis. 

Eight years on, the disease may have 
cost her her job, her marriage and her 
dreams of becoming a mother, but it has 
made her an inspiration to some of the 
county's other young MS sufferers. 

Jo Hardiman, from Chipping Norton, 
has received this year's Oxford MS Young 
Inspiration Award. 

The annual award was given to Ms 
Hardiman for her work setting up and 
organising MSsy - a young MS sufferers' 
group - as well as for her continuing 
support for fellow sufferers. 

One of many touching citations read 
out during the awards said: "Jo exudes 
positivity and proves herself to be a 
considerate and informative friend to 
many MSers." 

Ms Hardiman, a former cancer nurse, 
said: "It was a real highlight in eight very 
difficult years. 

"My parents were really thrilled, but to 
be truthful I don't feel like I am doing 
anything really special." 

She had just celebrated her 27th 
birthday, in May, 2005, when she started 
to experience extreme tiredness. 

The fatigue, coupled with excruciating 
headaches, led to her taking time off

speech and many other body functions. 

She said: "On one hand I felt like 
clapping because at least the MS had 
been confirmed. 

"On the other hand it was very 
upsetting to know I was just 27 and had 
MS." 

Then, after suffering a huge relapse in 
September 2006, doctors told her that 
her MS was particularly aggressive and 
she was offered chemotherapy. 

Her parents moved to Chipping 
Norton to help with her care and in 2007 


she finally gave up all hope of returning 
to work. 

After the chemotherapy therapy, Jo 
regained some feeling in her hand but 
was still weak down her right side. Since 
January, 2007, has had to inject herself 
every day with a disease-inhibiting drug 
called Copaxone. 

She now uses a motorised scooter to 
get around. 

She said: "MS has changed my life 
completely. 

"My husband, Tim, and I sadly 
separated. 

"Of course I get angry...but my 
philosophy has always been to just get 
on with life. As a result, I have done 


work as a nurse. 

She said: "I had not long started work 
as a nurse, but I soon found it was too 
hard to cope. 

"I had to wait six months before I 
could see a consultant because of the 
fatigue. So, in December, I was 
diagnosed with ME." 

But one night in January 2006, she set 
her alarm for work and when she woke, 
she found she could not move her right 
arm. 

She said her first thought was: "Oh my 
God, I'm 27 and I have had a stroke." 

A CT scan detected damage to some 
nerves in her brain. 

Other scans followed and doctors told 
Jo and her husband, Tim, they suspected 
she had the condition Acute 
Disseminated Encephalomyelitis, which 
sometimes occurs after a virus and can 
cause scarring of the brain tissue. 

But fatigue, headaches, and paralysis 
followed and in August 2005 she was 
finally diagnosed with MS, a neurological 
disease in which a patient's nerves are 
slowly destroyed, affecting movement,

things, met people and set up MSsy." 

In 2008, Jo went along to a physio 
group. She said: "It was a lovely group, 
but most of the people there were older 
than me. I wanted to talk to younger 
people, so I put an advert on the MS 
Society Internet forum asking if there 
were other young sufferers in Oxfordshire 
who wanted to meet up. 

"There wasn't a lot of interest at first, 
but a few of us started to meet and enjoy 
nights out. There are now around 25 
people on the books." 

She set up the group MSsy in 2010 
and explained: "We decided to call the 
group MSsy because we are messy, our 
lives are messy and so is our 
handwriting." 

Since being diagnosed with MS, Jo has 
also been parachuting to raise funds for 
her local MS Society branch and, in May, 
the eighth anniversary of when she first 
became ill, she abseiled down the front 
of the JR Hospital, Oxford, for the 
Radcliffe Trust's Cancer Care Fund. 

Through the charity Sportability, she 
and her fellow MSsy members also 
regularly enjoy microlighting and gliding.

Illegal workers found at hospitals 


ILLEGAL workers and people 
with a criminal record have been 
employed at Oxfordshire’s 
hospitals. 

Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust has employed two 
illegal workers since 2010 and 
currently has 14 nursing staff 
with criminal records, Freedom 
of Information requests have 
revealed. 

The trust employed an illegal 
immigrant as a linen room 
assistant at the John Radcliffe 
Hospital, Oxford, and a nurse at 
the children’s ward in the Horton 
General in Banbury. 


The pair were discovered to 
be working illegally in 2012 and 
2011, respectively, and have 
since been sacked. 

A separate report revealed 
that 14 nursing staff currently 
employed by the trust have a 
criminal record - either a 
conviction or caution. 

The trust said it no longer had 
details of the crimes because, in 
line with the Data Protection Act, 
it had been more than six 
months since the CRB 
disclosures. 

OUHT deputy director of 
workforce Carl Jenkinson said: 


“Applicants and members of 
staff with criminal 
convictions/cautions are subject 
to robust risk assessments to 
determine whether they are fit to 
be employed or be retained 
given the nature and age of the 
conviction/caution.” 

He said both illegal workers 
provided “full and relevant” 
documentation to get the jobs, 
but discrepancies were later 
found. 

NHS Counter Fraud was 
alerted and, following an 
investigation, both employees 
were dismissed.

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■ Crimes cost is cut by £144,000 

82 criminals 
win help to 
go straight 


A SCHEME aimed at cutting the 
number of convicted criminals 
reoffending in the county has been 
hailed a success. 

There are 82 Oxfordshire criminals on 
the Integrated Offender Management 
(IOM) scheme, run by Thames Valley 
Police. 

The force says that, due to the initiative, 
re-arrests of those taking part have fallen 
54 per cent in the first six months of the 
year compared to the same period last 
year. It estimates this has reduced the cost 
of crimes they commit by £144,120. 

The aim of the project is to manage the 
small number of offenders who cause a 
disproportionate amount of crime. 

This includes supporting the probation 
service and other agencies in securing 
housing, employment, or help with drug 
and alcohol addiction, in the hope of

cutting down on their offending. 

The criminals in the scheme are closely 
monitored and, if they do not take up the 
support and commit crime, they are 
arrested and taken to prison. 

Chief Insp Jason Purnell, Thames Valley 
Police lead for IOM, said: "By tackling the 
problems which cause an individual to 
offend, their need to commit crime is 
often removed and their re-offending 
reduces as a result. 

"IOM can make a real difference to 
reducing offending in our communities 
and I am pleased with the results the team 
has had so far this year, which shows in 
real terms the reduction in the cost of 
crime." 

Thames Valley Police refused to provide 
a list of those participating in the scheme.

The Way Way Back is a 
bittersweet coming-of-age story that 
strikes the perfect balance between 
laughter and tears. 

First-time directors Nat Faxon and 
Jim Rash have fashioned a near 
perfect portrait of adolescent angst 
that eschews mawkish 
sentimentality yet still manages to 
tug the heartstrings with aplomb. 

Our affection for the film's 
painfully shy, teenage hero is 
galvanised in a blistering opening 
scene in which the lad is asked by 
his mother's new boyfriend to rate 
himself out of 10. 

"I don't know - six?" responds 
the lad nervously, after a 
considerable amount of 
deliberation. 

"I think you're a three," retorts 
the boyfriend coldly, who clearly 
hasn't read the chapter on positive 
encouragement in his parenting 
handbook. 

Fourteen-year-old Duncan (Liam 
James) wanted to spend the summer 
vacation with his father in San 
Diego. Instead, he's being forced to 
tolerate a holiday on the East Coast 
with his mother Pam (Toni Collette),

Carell) and Trent's tearaway teenage 
daughter Steph (Zoe Levin), who 
doesn't want to be lumbered with a 
socially awkward misfit like 
Duncan when she could be 
sunbathing with her gal pals.

A FORMER colleague who rang 
asking for advice on buying a new 
car to replace her ageing classic 
Mini knew exactly what she 
wanted — and didn't want. 

"I don't need air conditioning, 
electric windows, or a sunroof. 
Basically I want a dog kennel on 
wheels." 

Good luck with that I thought 
quietly to myself, as even bargain 
basement cars now come equipped 
with everything from onboard 
computers to iPod connectors, 
whether you want them or not. 

But the ability to pay for only 
what you really value on a car and 
keep prices rock-bottom, was 
recognised by Romanian firm Dacia 
as a route to sales success, helping 
to turn it into the IKEA of the car¬ 
making world. 

Dacia's first model since being 
taken over by the Renault Group in 
1999 was the Logan saloon, selling 
for just 5,000 euros in Romania. 
Soaring demand for its cars across 
Europe and North Africa — left- 
hand-drive naturally — has made 
Dacia the fastest-growing 
automotive brand in Europe for 
eight years in a row, which is why 
the UK and Ireland have had to 
wait so long for right-hand-drive 
cars to be produced. 

Now the range has arrived in the

UK with the Sandero supermini, 
Sandero Stepway crossover from 
May, the five-seater estate Logan 
MCV and the Duster off-roader. 

The Indian-built Duster, which is 
priced from £8,995, delivers a 
family-sized sports utility vehicle, in 
both 4x4 and front-wheel-drive 
versions, for less than most 
superminis. Even the air- 
conditioned, top-of-the-range 
Laureate model tested here costs 
less than the cheapest version of 
the Ford Focus and its muscly, 
flared wheelarched package is 
packed with surprises. First and 
foremost, the Duster is 
astonishingly well built. The interior 
might have its share of hard plastic 
surfaces, but they are livened up 
with satin chrome trim, piano black 
finishes and crucially there are no 
bangs, squeaks or rattles.

Hybrid Range Rovers cut fuel consumption 


LAND Rover has released details of 
its first production hybrid 
sports utility vehicles, which 
will be capable of 44mpg and 
be rated at 169g/km of CO 2 . 

The figures, shared across the 

Range Rover Hybrid and Range 
Rover Sport Hybrid, are a 
significant improvement on the 
standard diesel drivetrain's 
37.7mpg and 196g/km in the 
latest Range Rover, but the firm 
claims that the new system 
offers performance on a par 
with the exceptional SDV8 
models. 

Power is put to the road through an 
eight-speed ZF gearbox. The 


entire hybrid system weighs 
120kg, making it relatively 
lightweight for its type. It 
produces 125lb.ft of torque to 
add to the engine's output and 
can even power the car 
independently. 

Using a driver-selectable EV mode, 
the Range Rover Hybrids will 
be able to drive at up to 
30mph on electric power only 
for a range of up to a mile. 

As such, the hybrid system is 

designed only as a supplement 
to reduce load on the engine, 
reducing fuel consumption by 
making life easier for the 
diesel V6. 


The drivetrain's combined output is 
336bhp and 516lb.ft, the latter 
coming between 1,500rpm and 
3,000rpm. Land Rover says that 
both models will accelerate to 
62mph in less than seven 
seconds, while top speed is 
135mph, or 140mph for the 
Sport. 

The latest generation models were 
designed with the integration 
of a hybrid system in mind. The 
liquid-cooled battery pack is 
mounted beneath the floor of 
the vehicle in a protective 
boron-steel cradle without 
impacting on the cabin or 
luggage space.
